It is writenthe Turks have taken not far from Cadix 
two Engliſh ſhips with ſome 100 barrs of Silver to.ghe 
value of 800000. Cibyynes, which were appointed 
ior the Cardinal Infant in the Low'Countries : twyo 
Turkey Pirats which were kept. block'd up by, our 
oallets at Modoy, are got our ofthe harbour by-a faire 
winde, but our Okllics purſned preſently afrer them, 
and ſunck them : and from'Conltantinople they cer- 
tihey hatfortiechouſand Tartarians havealreadie made 
an invaſion into Po'and, whereof che, King of Poland 
hath ſent alreadie diyerstroopes and pzeces of ordi- 
nance towards the frontiers to oppole the Tartarians.

himſelfe came ſhrewwdly wounded back againe.
